Answer.—The Italians have no 
method of curing appendicitis with 
olive oil—that is only a fancy shared 
by many others besides Italians. Olive 
oil, or some cheaper imitation of 
olive oil, is much exploited by quacks 
and nostrum mongers as a “cure” for 
appendicitis, “stomach trouble,” gall- 
stones, and goodness knows what else 
—what have you. It is just plum fool- 
ish to imagine that olive oil or any 
similar substance can cure any of the 
diseases referred. to. Only a few 
vears ago one big nostrum vender who 
had a brisk trade in a stomach and 
galistone cure whieh consisted mainly 
of a disguised imitation of olive oil,
